A valuable law, which should clear the streets 
of New York of some of their obscene exhibitions, 
is now in force. It makes it a misdemeanor to 
sell, give away, exhibit or offer tor sale to any 
minor, any book, newspaper, pamphlet, or other 
publication principally made up of criminal news, 
police reports, or who shall exhibit sucb publica- 
tions within the view of any such minor. Il they 
would only go a step farther and prohibit the pub- 
lishing of such stuff, a grand work would be ac- 
complished. 

The General Synod of Reformed Presbyterians 
during their session at Pittsburg, Pa., last month, 
made a splendid record for themselves on the 
temperance question. They condemned the liquor 
t ratio licensed by the Government, and provided 
for the excommunication of such church members 
as deal in apirituoue liquors and rent property to 
tavern keepers. The last clause encountered 
strong opposition, but after a heated debate it was 
carried unanimously. What a contrast this em- 
phatic position is with the late action oi the Ger- 
man Baptist conference. 

The sale of liquor in Drug stores has been con- 
demned by au authority which is generally respect- 
ed by the trade. The Alumni of the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy passed a resolution declaring 
that "the sale of intoxication liquors as a beaver- 
age in drug stores ii a growing evil, tending to 
degrade the profession of pharmacy and damage 
the morals of the community." That is a blow 
coming from the right quarter. We find that 
■"the world," which every Whitsuntide is held up 
to be such a terrible thing,can set a good example 
for some professing religious bodies. 

A current item which states that a funeral in 
( >Cheater county, Pennsylvania, last week was at- 
tended by 1000, people, of whom 600 returned 
from the grave to the house of the deceased for 
the traditional after-funeral dinner, gives the out* 
aider a glimpse of the attachment to the old cus- 
toms which still survives in the Keystone state, 
aays the Brooklyn Union. One needs only to 
•tray back a little from the railroad tinea in moat 
parts ot Pennsylvania in order to find a simplicity 
of life and manners snob as is hardly anywhere 
else in the country to be encountered.

Such 
a boast is any other country but this, would be 
the cause of putting him where he could not do 
any harm. Public life and property is not safe 
while such people are at large. These are the 
real culprits. They plot while others do the 
deed.

These are the times that we 
need our faith in Christ, The Gospel teaches us 
that all things — adversity as well as prosperity — 
work for good to those who love God. Affliction 
is necesstry to our spiritual welfare. We should 
not forget that it is sent from God for our 
good. Adversity, if it has no other good, at least 
tests our faith.

This low rate should be largely tak- 
en advantage of, for surely a more delightful trip 
than is afforded by this excursion, embracing 
more points ot interest, or reaching a quarter 
where the temperature is so cool tiud refreshing, 
could not be taken. 

Hete is another worthy action which has been 
done by that part of society which some Chris- 
tians denominate the "world." A conscientious 
printing company in New Jersey has taken a de- 
cided stand on the liquor question. The Crump 
Label Company, of Moutclair, N. J., has issued a 
notice that it will print no more labels for liquor 
dealers. When the fact is taken into consideration 
that this firm has been making about 10,000,000 
labels a year for one liquor firm, it is the more 
praiseworthy. From a statement made by one of 
the directors the cause of this action waa the fact 
that out of nearly 400 hands they employ not 
more than half a dozen are not temperance men. 
And to encourage the men the firm- took this ao- 
tion. This decision will cost them about $20,000 
worth of business. It is a matter ot great joy that 
the temperance question is taking such a favora- 
ble hold of the people. On the other hand it is so 


humiliating to see that the "world" has to take 
the lead in this great work, and drag those that 
call themselves "the church" after them aa a dead 
weight. 

An old German proverb says, "small thieves 
only are banged." Too true r A man who steals 
a dollar, or a sheep, or a horse is mercilessly dealt 
with. Olten such persons are driven to the act 
by misfortune and poverty. A horse- thief is, by 
universal consent branded as an intolerable scon u- 
drel. Oat West such thieves are lynched without 
mercy. But all over our country and even in 
other countries we have the great thieves who 
have bled the public of millions. Sucb persons 
are aa a rule generously dealt with. We need not 
go outeide of the church to find this old proverb 
verified '. Small thieves only are hanged." Many 
of as can remember how poor members, who 
dared to think for themselves, had been unmerci- 
fully excommunicated for violating some trifling 
"order of tbe church," or even speaking plainly 
of the misconduOh of those in authority. At the 
same time many who are wealthy and hold high 
positions are allowed to violate the laws ot God 
and man with impunity. If accused and proven, 
it is either smoothed over or the punishment made 
so light that it only makes it appear that the 
church does not consider it much of a sin. Yea, 
verily, 'small thieves only are hanged." 

We notice that in many parts of the country, 
there is a great practice among the people ot vis- 
iting on the Sabbath. When we notice the ab- 
sense of some families at Sunday school, prayer 
meeting or church, aud they are questioned as to 
the cause, in nine cases out of ten, they either bad 
visitors or were visiting themselves. Now we do 
not want to say that visiting is wrong. On the 
contrary it is right and proper that we should be 
sociable. But whenever it is so practiced that it 
interferes with our religious duties, then it is 
wrong. Besides this the custom brings with it 
another evil. Visiting and feasting generally go 
together. When we turn the Sabbath into a day 
of jolification and feasting we desecrate the day 
that the Lord commanded should be kept holy. 
The family who is visited is sometimes not pre- 
pared to entertain, and they have to work hard to 
prepare a great dinner. This is done to save their 
reputation for hospitality. Now, brethren, if we 
must visit let us do it when it will net interfere 
with our religious duties, and when we will not 
make tbe housewife to slave aud work on the 
Sabbath. By a little forethought this can easily 
be done. We know this is the way we were raised 
under the old state ot affairs, but remember we 
should get out ot the old ruts, for we are progress- 
iva. 

The immemorial institution of trial by jury, 
which for centuries has been regarded as one of 
the most essential rights of the citizen, and one 
of tbe most effective barriers against absolute 
power, is itself on trial to-day, and is required to 
show cause why it should not be discarded aud a 
more effectual method of administering justice 
substituted for it, or at leaat why it should not 
be reformed so as to yield more satisfactory re- 
sults. Some suggestions for the improvement of 
the existiug jury system, presented by Judge Ro 
bert C Pitman, in the North American Jteoiew tor 
July, under the title of "Juries and Jurymen", 
should, in view of recent notorious miscarriages 
ol justice, receive the serious consideration of 
every thoughtful citizen. "American Economics," 
by Prof. Van IJuren Deuslow, is a lucid aud fore 
ible exposition ot the grounds upon which tbe 
protection theory is based, Judge Noah Davis 
writes of "Marriage and divorce ;" Dr. P. Bender, 
whose eubject is "The Annexation of Canada," 
sets forth the advantages likely to accrue to tbe 
United States from the absorption oi the Cana- 
dian provinces ; Prot. D. McG. Means, in the ar- 
gument against "Government Telegraphy," sub- 
jects the management oi the Post Office to a moat 
searching criticism ; Chas. T. Congdon writes of 
"Private Vengeance ;" and finally, there is a 
symposium on the "Future of the Negro", by 
Senator Z. B. Vance, Frederick Douglass, Joel 
Chandler Harris, Senator John T. Morgan, Prof. 
Kicliard T. Greener, Gen. S. C. Armstrong, Oli- 
ver Johnson and others.
